CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 3 1 .- 
(IN S )—A plethora of bootleggers, 
always agreeable to being “shaken 
down” for tiormftl suns* to order 
to operate without molestation, ha* 
resulted in more than 100 justices 
of the peace and their constables, 
being indicted by Federal or state 
juries during the past (50 days. 
In Cayahoga county (Cleveland) 
alone, 38 of these peace officers or 
their aides were indicted 'recently 
in a drive against corruption stag­ 
ed by United States District A t­ 
torneys A. E. Bernsteen. They were 
accused of having 
staged 
raids, 
pocketed the fines and then sold 
the evidence and equipment back to 
other bootleggers protected by the 
conspiracy. 
Two of the ringleaders recently 
pleaded guilty and 
smiled 
when 
they were sentenced to less than 
two years. 
They are said to have 
amassed fortunes running into six 
figures. 
Bernsteen predicts that a Febru­ 
ary grand jury will indict at least 
a dozen more justices in this and 
surrounding counties. 
Meanwhile bills are being con­ 
sidered by the general assembly at 
Columbus to curb the powers of 
justices of the peace.

MrADOO TALKS OF-THE EFFECTS 
OF PROHIBITION. 


Several days ago William 0. McAdoo assailed 
the nulllficationists of the nation, declaring that 
if the United States ever is to see anarchy that 
these people will be the means for bringing such 
a view. 
The Anniston Star has quite an interesting edi­ 
torial concerning the McAdoo utterances, saying: 
“In the great speech that he delivered Friday 
before the Ohio State Bar Association, Mr. Wil­ 
liam Gibbs McAdoo has rendered an outstanding 
service in the fight to free the United State* 
from the growing encroachments of the scofl- 
Isw*. He has dealt with the legal aspects of pro­ 
hibition in as scholarly a way as has Mr. Irving 
Fisher in hit discussion of its economic aspects, 
or as did Mr. Hobson in his approach to the sub­ 
ject from a scientific angle. 
The outlfcw baby 
has been placed securely on the doorsteps of the 
nullificationist* and they must either adopt it or 
-else disprove their responsibility. They stand ac­ 
cused before the bar of American public opinion 
and they are plainly on the defensive. 
“Mr. McAdoo is eminently sound in his deduc­ 
tion that under the ruling of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the case of Rhode Island 
vs. Palmer there is a solemn responsibility rest­ 
ing upon congress and the several states to pro­ 
vide the machinery with which to enforce the 
eighteenth amendment; that enforcement means 
effective enforcement, and that any 
measure 
adopted by congress or the several states less ef­ 
fective than the Volstead act would be in ap- 
parent contravention of the constitution of thte 
United States. 
“If the wine and beer advocates 'should suc­ 
ceed in securing such legislation,’ Mr. McAdoo 
contends, “and these wines and beers are per­ 
mitted to contain an alcoholic content of such 
percentage that the Supreme Court cannot say 
as a matter of law that they are not intoxicating, 
then the court on the basis of its own language* 
. . . must hold unconstitutional any legislation 
permitting them; for otherwise the legislation 
would pérmit that which the constitution pro­ 
hibits, and this the Supreme Court says cannot 
be done,' 
“Indeed, under the ruling of the Supreme Court 
of the state of Wisconsin, in the case of Bull vs. 
Conroe, it is plainly deduced that if the Congress 
were to substitute for the Volstead act a wine 
and beer statute, ‘they would have secured an 
unconstitutional statute whose unconstitutionality 
would cause the Volstead act to remain in full 
force and effect,’

congress in this respect will apply to the several 
states, for under the clause in the amendment 
giving them concurrent jurisdiction, they are vest­ 
ed with the same authority and bound by the 
same responsibility applicable to the parent gov­ 
ernment. 
Their responsibility is even greater, 
in fact, because of the larger number of enforce­ 
ment officials at their command, whkh in the 
state of Colifornia, Mr. McAdloo says, has the 
ratio of one hundred to twenty thousand. 
“In fine, states like New York and Montana, 
which have repealed thoir state enforcement acts, 
or like Maryland, which has refused to enact an 
enforcement law, are in open rebellion against 
the constitution of the United States. It devolves 
y upon the president of the United States, there* 
fore, to assume the sovereignty which they have 
surrendered and to prepare to enforce t^e or­ 
ganic law of the land, as did Andrew Jackson in 
his dealing with the nullificationistA of 1883. 
“This action on the part of such men as Gover­ 
nor Smith of New York and Governor Ritchie óf 
Maryland, in assuming to enforce only such laws 
as meet with their personal upproval or the ap­ 
proval of a large part of their constituency far 
transcends the mere question of the 
right 
or 
wrong of prohibition. 
It is a gesture that gives 
heart to criminals of all sorts and conditions, 
and Mr. McAdoo makes the pertinent .point that 
it is in those states where the prohibition law 
is most openly flouted that the wave of lawless­ 
ness that is menacing American institutions is 
the most distressing. 
Nullification, 
therefore, 
becomes ‘the slippery path that leads 
to 
an­ 
archy. 
It is the negation of the principle of 
majority rule; it sets up that very tyranny of the 
minority which the opponents of prohibition as­ 
sail so loudly.’ 
Its ultimate effect will be to 
‘break down the very basis of obedience to law, 
operate as an inventive to crime and violence of 
every character, and lead ultimately 
to 
that 
collapse of law and self-government whicb, after 
a number of tragic generations of confusion and 
violence, will lead to the reestablishment, as it 
did in Rome, of despotic power as the only relief 
from bloodshed and confusion.’ 
“And what is the avenue or escape from this 
dire calamity that threatens our nation? 
Cer­ 
tainly it is not to restore the sanction of legalized 
liquor, for the influences that attend the liquor 
traffic have been proved to be corrupt under any 
sort of regulation. ‘The long hard road which lies 
before us and the long hard battle for which we 
must gird ourselves,’ says Mr. McAdoo, ‘is to 
break down the power of the corrupt political 
machines and rings which form £he connecting 
link between crime and politics; ancl which, not 
content with holding so many of our large cities 
in their grip, are now insolently reaching out to 
control the politics of some of our great states, 
and even of the national government itself.’ 
“Mr. McAdoo has not only delivered a most 
thought-provoking argument, a most logical an- ‘ 
alysis of our duties as citizens under the consti­ 
tution; but he has sounded the tocsin of battle, 
and the moral, progressive element of the United 
States can find a no more» valiant leader than 
the man who has just routed the forces of cor­ 
ruption and nuiitficaHon tn his own state óT Cali­ 
fornia, where the Wright enforcement act was 
vindicated by a 60,000 majority.
